Ind Paule 
ſayth alſo, that he blamed Peter openly, bycauſe 
he folowed not the trouthe of the goſpel. And in⸗ 
numerable mo auctozities of ſcripture are to be 
reherſed hereof, But nowe, leſte J ſhoulde ſeme 
to longe in this place, let this lyttell pzetye piece, 
though it were moche leſſe, cut out ot the ryghte 
large, true wzought, and moſte beautyfull cloth, 
oddis holy ſcriptures, concerning the Judaical 
ntichꝛiſt of Rome and his adherentes, whyche

ſaith,perſeucr in goodnes, and thou ſhalt be ſure 
to be laued by Chaſtis deth. Let vs then, hauing 
continually befoze the cies of our hartes the vn⸗ 
ſpekeable goodnes and mercy of god ſhewed vn- 
to vs though the lyght of his moſt holy wozde, 
not onely ſerue and honour him, our ſelfe in per⸗ 
fecte holynes and rightuouſneſſe befoze hym all 
our dayes, but ſo ſhewe and ſette foꝛthe vnto out 
chyld2en, and ſuche other as we haue in charge 
vnder god, howe great thinges god hath doone 
fo: vs newe Jlraclites, that they alſo, and frome

* YKE AS ZACHARIE after that he had 
pꝛophecied ⁊ ſet fozthe Chziſtes incarnation, 
the moſte comfoztable helth a ſaluation of mans 
ſoule, and lauded a pꝛayſed god therfoze, he dyd 
alſo pꝛophecienge let foꝛthe the graciouſe qualt-
